N an age of combination and concentration of effort the church 
itself is not unaffected. 
The fact is receiving general recog- 


nition that bigotry and dogmatism and creed are no longer able 
to split the church into warring factions, hut that not only di- 
vergent branches of denominations, but different denominations 
themselves are showing a marked tendency to bury their differ- 
ences and unite. 
, 
It is easily conceivable that the future usefulness, if not 


the life of the "church is dependent on this tendency. 
In this 


country the strongest Protestant denominations allowed the con- 
flicting economic views of the North and South to separate them. 
After more than half a century these divided groups are making 
vigorous and practical efforts to get together again. The Marx- 
ian theory that, every economic era drafts a scheme of religion 
to suit itself has the elements of truth in it. 
The economic 


.strength of slavery is profoundly reflected in a divided church 
North and South two generations after the status of slavery it- 
self was settled by the sword. 
The present day tendency toward church concentration is 


much wider than even the great Interchurch Movement. Both 
the Presbyterian and Methodist bodies seem at last on the point 
of uniting half a dozen separate organizations in final nation- 
wide and powerful churches. 


Many remaining church divisions are no 
longer logical. 


North and South surely need not remain sundered. The Dutch 
Reformed Church is essentially Presbyterian, and its services are 
not noAV conducted, as formerly, in Dutch. 
In some cases, as 


with German and Norwegian Lutherans, language still forms a 
bar, but with the majority of sects that is not the case. 


Presbyterianisni is far stronger in the North than the South. 


Union of half a dozen bodies would ma-ke a denomination; per- 
haps 2,500,000 strong. 
The Methodist denominations include 


nearly 6,000,000 white arid 2,000,000 colored adherents. 
The 


Baptists have 3,000,000 colored members—by far the largest 
number in any one fold—and of the 4,000,000 white members 
the greater part are in the South. 
Both of negroes and white 


men, the Baptist is thus the leading Southern denomination. 


Church consolidations, it' general, would greatly alter the 


list of American bodies in order of numbers.
